The attacks were made on the southwestern, 


southern and southeastern portions of the front 
over a,combined front of nearly 25 miles. 


The town of Cramoiselle and the important hill 


,205 were captured and the Meuniere wood which 
had held up the allied advance in the center for 
days was entirely cleared of the enemy. 


American troops made thejr appearance on the 


east side of the salient for the first time.

were reported advancing toward the Ardre valley 
near Fere-en-Tardenois.
